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INTRODUCTION 

Die Judenbuche was written and twice rewritten by 
Annette von Droste-Hülsho£E during 1837, '39, and '41, 
and finally completed in 1842. 

It is difficult to define its type to American readers. 
In fact we are quite at a loss for a term that will convey 
the proper meaning. It is neither a Novel, a Novelette, 
nor a Short-story. Literary types are in themselves 
indefinite and refiect all the distinctions and differ- 
ences of national life. In referring to a foreign 
product we should bear in mind that definite knowl- 
edge of onr own literary forms is of comparatively 
recent origin. It is not many years ago that Brander 
Matthews first laid claim to the rare distinction of 
having had ''no predecessor in asserting that a Short- 
story differs from the Novel essentially, — and not 
merely in the matter of length." 

Annette von Droste-HülshofiE named her master- 
piece ein SiUengemäUe. Among its many German 
admirers it is known as eine NcveUe. This German 
type merges into the Roman on the one hand and the 

Skizze or Studie on the other. Its finest specimens

may be termed Novelettes in length and Short-stories 
in conception and style. 

Die Judenbuche has the foUowing characteristics 
of the Short-story. It is briefly and brilliantly told — 
the maximum of content in the mimmum of space. 
It embodies visual Imagination of the highest order. 
The structure is logical, adeqnate, harmonious. It 
culminates in a striking scene that illumines and sets 
forth the essential nature of the totality represented, 
and throughout there is no incident that does not aid 
in establishing the one preconceived effect. 

An appreciation of this masterpiece seems scarcely 
necessary. And yet, in speaking of the personality 
of the author in relation to the ethical significance of 
the tale and the form determined upon accordingly, a 
few brief hints for the help of the Student in the dass- 
room may be of service. 

Annette von Droste-Hülshoff was the literary heir 
of Scott and Washington Irving and the contemporary 
of Hawthome and Poe. She was born in the ancestral 
manor seat, Hülshof, which had been the home of 
the Droste-Hülshoffs since the first quarter of the fif- 
teenth Century. Her father was Clemens August II. von 
Droste-Hülshoff (1760-1826). Kind, good-natured, 
noble in thought, unsuspecting of wrong and duplicity 
and overcredulous, perhaps, in his dealings with 
others, he was in his home life the confidant of his 
children and the adored companion of his wife.

Annette's mother was of a very different type and 
temperament, such as prevail in the hüls and wooded 
regions of Eastem Westphalia. She was in the füllest 
sense of the word "die Königin des Hauses" at Hüls- 
hof, an energetic and capable regent, resourceful and 
ready, if need be, to awe even the most audacious into 
Submission. The Von Haxthausens, Annette's ances- 
tors on her mother's side, were one of the most notable 
families in the vicinity of Paderborn. Their ancestral 
holdings were at Böckendorf and Abbenburg. Annette 
was the second child by this \mion, bom on the loth 
of January, 1797. She had an eider sister and two 
brothers. 

Hülshof was Annette's home imtil her father died 
in 1826. It lay out upon the vast unbroken heath 
that surrounds Münster, a few miles from the out- 
skirts of the city. The mansion, though rebuilt by 
Heinrich Johann von Droste-Hülshoff (i 735-1 798), 
still preserved considerable of its mediaeval character 
and contributed not a little to the awe and mystery of 
her childhood surroundings. When she was seven, 
the first trip to her grandparents was made in the large, 
cumbersome f amily-coach. The winters with their gay 
camival season were usually spent in Münster. Annette 
was never a strong child, but imusually gifted. She 
took part in the Instruction given to her brothers in 
Greek, Latin, and mathematics, and foimd little diffi- 
culty later in adding French, English, Italian, and 
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Dutch. She took part in out-of-door sports, showed 
talent for drawing, and attracted attention even as a 
child by her unusual ability in musical composition 
and amateur theatricals. Her mother was her con- 
stant mentor and friend, solicitous for her welfare 
during years that were often menaced by ill health 
and a delicate Constitution. 

It was a severe blow to the family when the Baron 
died. The eldest son took Charge of the manor; 
Annette and her older sister Jenny made thdr home 
with their mother at Rüschhaus, only a few miles from 
Hülshof and an hour's walk from Münster. This 
substantial stone structure had once been the summer 
home and coimtry-seat of Greneral Schlaim, a* splen- 
did architect, and was adapted in every way to a life 
of seclusion such as Annette desired, in dose com- 
munion with the tranquil moods of the heath. This 
was the home of Annette the poet, the birthplace of 
those incomparable Heidebüder that were penned in 
such profusion at Lake Constance. 

In the autumn of 1834, Annette's sister Jenny was 
married to the Baron von Laszberg, then residing at 
Eppishausen on the shores of Lake Constance. In 
1838 he acquired the old episcopal see Meersburgy 
where Annette and her mother were frequent visitors. 
It lay on one of the promontories across the bay from 
Constance and afforded a magnificent view of the 
lake and the Säntis and Vorarlberg Moimtains of 
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Thurgau to the south. Here Annette spent the fall 
and winter of 1841-42; and encouraged by her friend 
and literary adviser Schücking, wrote most of the 
poems that established her fame. These weie col- 
lected and published in 1844. She died in 1848. 

In 1842 Die JiAdenbuche appeared in the Morget^ 
blaU. It was the only one of her prose works that 
was ever completed. 

She was a woman of cnlture and refiinement, reared 
in a home where she came in contact with a wide 
circle of literary friends. It was no doubt of great 
consequence to her education and the development 
of her Personality that she belonged to the landed 
aristocracy of Westphalia. She lived among people 
of character and .conviction, who revered tradition 
and held in respect what the wisdom of generations 
tends to embody in Conventions. Perhaps, too, it was 
this reverence for established custom that kept her from 
becoming the wife of a young physician, for whom, 
it was said, she feit something more than friendship. 
But however that may be, she was early inured to 
sorrow, leamed to bear suffering with patience and 
without complaint, grew strong of heart and noble 
in spirity and lived a dean life, unbesmirched by the 
frailties of genius. In those days of patriarchal rela- 
tionship between the landed and peasant dasses she 
gained a deep, practical insight into human life, its 
wonderful possibilities on the one hand and its nar- 
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row limitations on the other. This is seen reflected in 
her axt by the keenness of her observations and the 
strong humorous touch of her pencil. But there is- 
something more. Hers was a nature that penetrated 
beyond the merely physical effects of being, and like 
Hawthome she invested all life with a deeper meaning. 

In none of her works is this more evident than 
in Die Judenbuche. Her grandf ather first told her the 
Story when she was a child: — how a man named 
WinkelhanneSy who was a f arm-hand in the neighbor- 
hood of Paderborn, slew a Jew and escaped from the 
hand of justice; how he was taken a prisoner by 
pirates and sold into captivity; and how, after suffer- 
ing seventeen years of bondage, he retumed home and 
hanged himself on the identical tree where the murder 
had been committed. Incidentally it may be remarked 
that the actual facts of the tale had faded to a mere 
memory when Annette began her story. Hence in com- 
paring the finished product of her art with the court 
records that fortunately are now in reprint we have one 
of the most interesting examples of creative genius re- 
fining and shaping crude material into the beaten gold. 

It was the ethical significance of the final scene that 
appealed to the author's imagination and, consciously 
or imconsciously, shaped the structure of the story. 
Thus we have the plot in two distinct parts. 

The first is an epitome of Friedrich Mergel's life 
up to the time of his fiight. His fate and fortunes 
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are Condensed and summarized in their salient features 
and presented in scenes marvellous for their concentra- 
tion and dramatic life. The narrative is enriched by 
characters projected as dearly as silhouettes upon a 
historical background. Ali detailed account of their 
inner life is eliminated by resorting to dramatic form / 
and presenting only the finished product of mental 
processes in dialogue, pithy, almost epigrammatic in 
form — the quintessence of natural intercourse. All 
f urther necessary detail is concentrated in brief narra- 
tive, made impressive and forced upon the attention 
of the reader by the introduction of striking and care- 
f ully contrived figures of speech. 

The second part of the narrative leads irresistibly 
on to the culmination of the plot. The treatment of 
the Situation — a psychological one — is cumulative, 
sdmilar to Hawthome's art in preparing for the catas- 
trophe in his AmbjiiaiAs Guesl. We are made to see 
this man änking to his knees upon the Brede Heights 
overlooking the city as the Christmas hymn falls upon 
his ear in the silence of the winter night, — trying 
amid sobs and tears to join in with the great invisible 
chorus beneath him. Then by constant touches in 
narrative and dialogue his inner life is revealed to us. 
"All imcalled-for," he is once made to reflect upon 
those twenty-eight years of bondage, "all this suflfer- 
ing uncalled-forl" And the end comes as an offering 
of peace from the Great Giver of Life. 
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Part I begins with the setting of the story, — the 
sedusioB of the region, the character of the people 
and their lawlessness in poaching and predatory wood- 
cuttingy the home of the Mergels with its disorder and 
mismanagementy and the birth of Friedrich in unhappy 
wedlock. 

Even in the loosest types of plot there is nearly 
always at least one persistent character. Friedrich's 
life is here set forth, by a series of four events, in its 
moral development as it deteriorates. 

The first event treats of the violent death of 
Friedrich's father. The symbolical setting is of 
special interest, — that raw, stormy winter night. The 
narrative of incidents is interspersed with dialogue. 
'*Mother, Hülsmeyer is a thief." • . . "Mother,. do 
foresters lie?" — It closes with the author's comment 
on the sensitiveness of the childish soul in this environ- 
ment and the growing tendency towards a sullen 
introspectiveness. 

The second event depicted is Friedrich's adoption by 
his nncle Simon. Two characters are introduced, 
both episodic. The guiding principle in their treat- 
ment is artistic contrast. Simon is characterized as 
the reflection of a magic mirror in which Friedrich 
sees his own future portrait. Johannes is Simonis 
illegitimate son. In appearance he is Friedrich's 
double. His mental deficiency is utilized to prepare 
for the hero's predominant qualities, viz., ambitious 
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pride and love of ostentation. Wonderful in its 
weird beauty is the walk through the Brede Forest. 
The dialogue touches on the possibility of inherited 
traits. "Are you fond of whiskey?" ... "Do you 
pray with your mother?" It portrays Friedrich in 
his immaturity. The symbolical setting foreshadows 
the future. Friedrich followed "faltering and as if 
in a dream." The scene of destruction left by the 
predatory wood-cutters and the dialogue on the dder 
Mergel's death are fnrther touches of this sombre 
prophetic chord. The event closes with narrative and 
comment. Although Simonis perjury was evident 
to Margaret, she did not have the moral courage to 
keep her boy beyond the reach of contamination. In 
her blindness she was even proud of the change in 
his character, seemingly unaware that his independence 
was leading him on to constantly greater irregularities 
in his mode of life. 

The third event, the murder of Brandes, might 
better be interpreted as an episode in the life of 
Friedrich Mergel. It is a Short-story in itself in the 
neatness of its construction and the polish of its exe- 
cution. A Short review of the havoc and destruction 
wrought by the Bluefrocks precedes the setting of the 
scene. There at the break of dawn, in the tranquil 
solitude of a July moming, we find Friedrich doing 
sentinel duty for his accomplices in crime. With the 
rapidity of thought the action sets in. The signal of 
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danger, the threats of the suspicious Brandes, the 
retreating figure going to its doom, the torture of the 
boy's conscience upon his retum home, the Suggestion 
of Simon's complicity in the murder, — these are the 
principal incidents. 

Indefinite groups, the masses and details of the 
spatial background, are characteristic of epic quality 
and are almost necessary to give a large social back- 
ground. Such an eflEect is produced by the court-room 
scene. The visual imagery includes the appearance of 
the characters singly and in groups; peasants, forest- 
ers, herdsmen, farm-hands; the foresters giving their 
testimony, the peasants called to the witness stand. The 
scene concludes with Friedrich's cross-examination and 
proof of an alibi and the unsatisf actory close of the trial. 

And what was the efifect of this event on Friedrich's 
character? In the kitchen of Simon's home, in the 
early moming hours of the foUowing Sunday, Friedrich 
is searching for his breviary. He is burdened with 
guilt and feek the need of confession. Suddenly he 
comes upon a gaimt, unclad form. It is Simon appre- 
hensive for his own safety. The hardened criminal 
retains the upper band. Time hdped to efface the 
deep impression of Brandes' death, and Friedrich grew 
accustomed to the sense of inner shame and outward 
respectability. 

Four years have passed and we are introduced in 
the midst of gay revellers at a wedding feast.

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Of special importance in dramatic characterization 
is the rdation of the Single figure to the group. This 
is caref ully prepared in the transition and then f urther 
exemplified by costume, pantomime, and monologue 
at the opening of the dramatic scene. Friedrich is 
preSminent among the village boors in his new sky- 
blue coat and the advantages gained by the extraor- 
dinary tise of his long, flaxen hair. 

Here we have a splendid example of artistic motiva- 
tion. When Friedrich is forced to resort to claptrap 
to offset the hiuniliation brought upon him by Johannes' 
disgrace, it is Wilm Hülsmeyer, an only rival, who 
scoffs and rails at him. His thnists seem harmless 
enöugh at the time, but in the light of further develop- 
ments they could not have been more direct and to 
the point. 

The consequences are appalling. With consum- 
mate art the scene is shifted for a moment to the 
ceremonies in the bridal Chamber and in this brief 
interval the thunderbolt has fallen and brought with 
it insufferable humiliation and shame. The night 
scene in the Brede Forest, shrouded in mystery 
and su^rstition, is portentous of the Coming catas- 
trophe. Three days lat$r, in the midst of a dread- 
ful storm, the curtain is raised upon the scene of 
crime. But the murderer of the Jew had made good 
his escape. 

Thus it seemed that lawlessness in the Community 
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was agiua to go impunished. Could anything eise be 
expected with such Uieffectual police s&mce? The 
post-mortem exanünatioa held that the Jew met bis 
death by violence. Then his comrades in f aith bought 
the beech at the scene of the crime and carved a mys- 
terious inscription upon it and there it stood, the Sym- 
bol of outraged justice. But Time laid a soothing 
band over all and when it was noised abroad that the 
probable murderer was the suicide, Lumpenmoises, 
the tree lost its significance for the fate of Friedrich 
Mergel His suspicious flight was accoimted for by 
his complicity in the work of the Bluefrocks and the 
pitif ul fate of the Jew was doomed to oblivion. 

This summary of Friedrich Mergel's life is the 
necessary groundwork for the Novelle proper. The 
problem that now confronted the artist was this: how 
can the forcible presentation of the ethical significance 
of the final scene be attained at the same time with the 
necessary psychological treatment of character? On 
the one band it seemed necessary to reveal something 
of the inner life of the murderer and his moral awa- 
kening — a theme Stevenson undertook in his Mark- 
heim — on the other band the Novelle would sacrifice 
its greatest efifect if the life of Mergel were again 
associated with the beech previous to the final catas- 
trophe. The crude material aflForded Annette no 
help in this düemma, for the original figure, Winkel- 
hannes, was a callous nature, who spoke openly of his 
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crime. The scdution is a stroke ci pure genius. It 
18 so simple that it is as eCfecttve as ihe processes 
of nature themsdves. To overcome art by ait has 
always been the ideal ol the master craftsman. 

The purpose that Johaxmes Niemand serves in 
Part I of the plot is that of characterization by con- 
trast. He is Mergd's double and serves as a necessary 
factor in the devdopment of the hero's character. 
After his unhappy escperiences at the wedding feast 
he disappears entirdy from the scene and we have no 
trace of him imtU at the very dose of Part I we are 
informed, as it were inddentally, that Friedrich had 
gone, disappeared, " and Johannes Niemand, the poor, 
insignificant Johannes, with him." 

In Part II of the Novelle this character is utilized 
to secure all the advantages accruing from a case of 
mistaken identity. Hereby the psycholo^cal treat- 
ment of the Situation becomes possible and, further- 
more, the tragic effect, gained by leaving the reader 
in the presence of isolated individuality, is subsequently 
hdghtened by the desired dement of surprise, as he 
realizes the identity of the suicide and reflects upon 
the meaning of his words and stränge conduct. This 
places the emphasis of the Situation upon its ethical 
significance and brings about the desired effect. There 
rises before the imagination of the reader the entire 
life-history of this pitiful form suspended from the 
beech — no longer the symbol of outraged justice 
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crying for vengeance, but a monument to the voluntary 
retribution and atonement of a soul burdened even 
during years of the greatest hardship and suffering 
with the consciousness of an irreparable wrong.
